The 18-5-9 formulation was selected over the lower priced 
20-4-10 and 16-8-8 brands for the following reasons: 

1. The price per pound of all required elements including 
trace elements as calculated using the recommended Purdue 
University equation was lower for the 18-5-9 brand over 
the other two brands. 

2. The nitrogen content was to consist of 30% cold water insoluble 
nitrogen. The 18-5-9 was the only fertilizer that met this 
requirement. This indicates a form of nitrogen that stays in 
the soil longer and better results are achieved. 

The same rational was applied in selecting the 19-4-9 w/Dacthal 
over the other brands submitted, in addition, consideration was 
given to the herbicide (Dacthal) included. The control, longitude 
rate of application indicate it to be the best buy.
